MONITOR SAILS TO HELP DEWEY. 


W a s h in g to n , June 24.—Whflo Sec 
rotary Alger and General Miles were in 
consultation yesterday afternoon, the 
secretary was shown the following dis­ 
patch, which he read aloud, with evi- 
dent satisfaction: 
“ M a d r id , June 23.—Cabio dispatches 
received here from Admiral Cervera say 
the crews of the Spanish warships at 
Santiago have joined the land forces in 
order to take part in defense of the city. 
He add< that the situation is critical, 
but a later dispatch affirms that the 
Spaniards ‘have victoriously repulsed 
the enemy.’ 
“A dispatch from the governor of 
Santiago de Cuba says: ‘The attack on 
Sebonev ana Baiquiri continued until 
nightfall. The enemy was repulsed, 
except on the left at Baiquiri, where 
the Spaniards were obliged to retire in 
consequence of a flanking movement 
upon the part of the enemy, who 
landed several kilometers east of Bai­ 
quiri. The Spanish forces retired in 
good order into the mountains. Se- 
boney and Berraco were destroyed by 
the American shells.’” 
^otn oi them expressed themselves 
gratified with the favorable report, com­ 
ing as it did from the enemy. There 
was no surprise that the fighting had 
begun so soon. It was suggested by 
the reporter that the troops had com­ 
pleted their landing only yesterday 
morning. 
“Yes, but they have gone 
there to fight and are ready to begin it 
at once,” replied General Miles. Sec­ 
retary Alger commented on Admiral 
Cervera’s cable that the situation was 
“critical,” and that the Spaniards had 
been obliged to retire, as in strange* 
contrast 
with Madrid’s claim of a 
“Spanish victory.” 
The impression here is that the Span­ 
iards will make their strongest stand 
close to Santiago ana the inner harbor 
within the range of protection of the 
guns of the big Spanish cruisers lying 
there. There is no doubt that until 
these ships are removed from the field 
of operations the campaign against 
Santiago 
will be conducted against 
odds. The guns of the ships command 
the hills over which our soldiers must 
come to attack the town and reach the 
bay, but we will soon bring our own 
artillery into play. The naval officials 
here believe that when the time comes 
for an attack by land upon the town 
Sampson will force his way into the 
harbor and take part in the engage­ 
ment.

M a d rid , June 24.— A 
semiofficial 
note was issued yesterday afternoon 
“in order to avoid a misunderstand­ 
ing,’’ pointing out that “merely the 
Spanish left retired and took up a posi­ 
tion in the mountains owing to the 
Americans landing nine kilometers east 
of Baiquiri, where there were no Span­ 
ish troops, and endeavoring to outflank 
the Spaniard^.’’ 
The note then points out that “this 
part of the country is very unhealthy 
and that yellow jack is rampant.” 
The Spanish official dispatches are an­ 
nounced to have created an “excellent 
impression” here as indicating the “im­ 
mense difficulties of the advance on 
Santiago de Cuba.” 
The dispatches from Cuba were read 
in the senate here yesterday whereupon 
the senators made patriotic speeches. 
Senator Navarro 
Rodrigo declared 
Europe and the whole world is “com­ 
mitting the greatest and most horrible 
crime of lese humanity in allowing 
Spain to be crushed bv brutal weight of 
numbers."

T he Suprem e Court K ilt* Som e o f th e Last

Females cannot act as notaries under 
the present constitution and laws of 
Ohio. Two decisions of the supreme 
court have settled the matter so that it 
is not likely that any future general as­ 
sembly will pass an act giving the ladies 
authority to act as notaries. 
Such an act was passed several years 
ago and was declared unconstitutional, 
Either iii ignorance or defiance of this 
decision the general assembly last win­ 
ter passed a bill authorizing women to 
act as notaries.

E ig h th B ound For Santi­ 
ago. 
The following special to the Pittsburg 
Dispatch from Camp Alger will be read 
with interest in this c ity : 
“Garretson^ brigade is under orders 
to move to Santiago. The instructions 
from the war department reached Major 
General Graham at noon, and all the 
regimental officers in the three com 
mands knew of them half an hour later. 
The bands had just returned from guard 
mount, and pandemonium broke loose 
again in the company streets. The wild 
demonstration was in marked contrast 
to the quiet that had reigned during the 
forenoon. 
General Garretson’s brigade, accord­ 
ing to the orders received today, will 
report to Shafter at Santiago de Cuba. 
The Colonels were notified to draw 15 
days’ travel rations and 30 days’ field 
rations from the commissary at Dunn 
Loring. 
All of the horses will have to 
be sent to Tampa, as! they cannot be 
taken on the transports. 
The instructions order the Eighth 
Ohio, Sixth Massachusetts and Sixth Il­ 
linois to move by rail to Alexandria, 
aud there take river boats to Newport 
News. The Eighth Ohio was furnished 
with 500 rifles today, which is more than 
even the recruits require. The three 
commands are in excellent shape to 
move to the front. 
Nothing is said 
about the recruits, but it is expected 
they will be left behind for more drill­ 
ing. 
General Garretson believes he will 
get away about Tuesday with some of 
his regiments, and all will be on the sea 
by the end of next week.

“ M a d r i d , June 2 3 .—Cable dispatches 
received here from Admiral Cervera say 
the crews of the Spanish warships at 
Santiago have joined the laud forces in 
order to take part in defense of the city. 
He add' that the situation is critical, 
but a later dispatch affirms that the 
Spaniards ‘have victoriously repulsed 
the enemy. ’ 
“ A dispatch from the governor of 
Santiago de Cuba says: 
‘The attack on 
Behoney ana Baiquiri continued until 
nightfall. 
The enemy was repulsed, 
except on the left at Baiquiri, where 
the Spaniards were obliged to retire in 
consequence of a Hanking movement 
upon the 
part of 
the enemy, who 
landed several kilometers east of Bai­ 
quiri. 
The Spanish forces retired in 
good order into the mountains. 
Se- 
boney aud Berraco were destroyed by 
the American shells.’ ” 
^oW oi them expressed themselves 
gratified with the favorable report, com­ 
ing as it did I rom the enemy. 
There 
was no surprise that the fighting had 
begun so soon. 
It was suggested by 
the reporter that the troops had com­ 
pleted their landiug only yesterday 
morning. 
“ Yes, but they have gone 
there to tight aud are ready to begin it 
at once,” replied General Milos.

retary Alger commented on Admiral 
Cervera’s cable that the situation was 
“ critical,” and that the Spaniards had

*‘Garretson^ brigade is under orders 
to move to Santiago. 
The instructions 
from the war department reached Major 
General Graham at noon, aud all the 
regimental officers in the three com­ 
mands knew of them half an hour later. 
The bands had just returned from guard 
mount, and pandemonium broke loose 
again in the company streets. The wild 
demonstration was in marked contrast 
to the quiet that had reigned during the 
forenoon. 
General Garretson’s brigade, accord­ 
ing to the orders received today, will 
report to Shafter at Santiago de Cuba. 
The Colonels were notified to draw 15 
days’ travel rations and 30 days’ field 
rations from the commissary at Dunn 
Loring. 
All of the horses will have to 
lie sent to Tampa, as they eaunot be 
taken on the transports. 
The instructions order the Eighth 
Ohio, Sixth Massachusetts and Sixth Il­ 
linois to move by rail to Alexandria, 
and there take river boats to Newport 
News. The Eighth Ohio was furnished 
with 500 rifles today, which is more than 
even the recruits require. 
The three 
commands are in excellent shape to 
move to the front. 
Nothing is said 
about the recruits, but it is expected 
they will be left behind for more drill­ 
ing. 
General Garretson believes he will 
get away about Tuesday with some of 
his regiments, and all will be on the sea 
by the end of next week.

have the command made up of the 
Cleveland Greys batallion, the naval re­ 
serves, and a number of artillerymen 
acting as infantry men.

prise ten companies, leaving two com 
panies to be selected from the 
organized, aud presented to the gover­ 
nor. One report says a company will 
be taken from 
Steubenville. 
Where 
the Columbiana county boys come in is 
not known.
